t  the  beginning  of  each  week  —  Monday  —  quietly  and 
unobtrusively,  a  certain  organization  of  the  school  meets 
in  Rooms  7  and  8.  Although  not  so  very  conspicuous  in 
its  presence,  if  the  organization  were  absent,  the  space 
now  filled  by  it  would  be  extremely  conspicuous.  At  the 
first  of  every  semester,  two  girls  from  each  girls1  advisory 
are  elected  to  this  Girls'  Association  Council.  Here  ideas  are  brought 
from  the  various  advisories  by  their  representatives.  Then  from  the 
Council  is  taken  the  news  of  the  most  recent  happenings  of  the  G.  A. 

What  might  be  called  the  most  important  G.  A.  event  of  the  season 
is  the  G.  A.  play,  which  was,  this  semester,  "The  Drums  of  Oude."  Two 
other  events,  which  are  almost  equally  important,  are  the  Frosh  Frolic 
and  the  Senior  Farewell.  Much  social  service  work  was  done  during  the 
semester,  including  the  making  of  Hallowe'en  favors  for  the  Veterans1 
Hospital  at  Livermore  and  garments  for  the  Needlework  Guild  for 
Christmas,  two  being  donated  by  each  advisory. 

The  dues  each  semester  are  ten  cents  a  person;  each  advisory  that  is 
100  per  cent  in  G.  A.  dues  and  sale  of  tickets  to  the  G.  A.  play  receives  a 
small  but  desirable  gift  for  the  advisory  room. 

Perhaps  the  most  useful  project  of  the  G.  A.  is  the  Girls'  Aid  Fund, 
the  revenues  of  which  are  derived  from  the  sale  of  candy  at  football 
games. 


Representative  Council 


iprfv^HE  spring  semester  of  1928  witnessed  the  organization  of 
the  Representative  Council.  Many  do  not  realize  that 
the  Council  has  not  always  been  an  institution  of  the 
school,  since  at  the  present  time  it  seems  such  an  impor- 
P^^ij  tant  part  of  the  student  body  organization.  The  Council 
J^l^i  was  organized  six  semesters  ago  for  the  purpose  of  bind- 
ing into  a  closer  fellowship  the  student  officers  and  the  student  body,  and 
of  creating  a  means  whereby  each  student  would  have  an  active  part  in 
the  actual  government  of  the  school.  The  student  body  officers,  together 
with  representatives  elected  from  each  advisory  at  the  beginning  of 
every  term,  constitute  the  Council.  Meetings  are  held  whenever  neces- 
sary. 

The  student  representatives  bring  to  the  meetings  the  ideas  and  sug- 
gestions of  the  members  of  their  advisories;  and  from  the  meetings  they 
take  back  to  their  advisories  the  plans  made,  the  decisions  reached,  and 
the  reasons  for  their  being  accepted  as  fitting.  The  Council  representa- 
tives are  in  this  way  the  mouthpiece  of  the  students  individually. 

The  chief  incentive  in  the  organization  of  the  Representative  Coun- 
cil has  been  a  plan  for  training  the  students  in  self-government,  but  other 
important  results  have  been  accomplished,  also.  This  semester  has  added 
one  more  page  to  the  history  of  B.  H.  S.  student  government. 


The  Honor  Society 

y^v#HE  eighth  milestone  in  the  history  of  the  Berkeley  High 
School  Honor  Society  has  just  been  passed.  The  Society, 
for  these  past  eight  semesters,  has  recognized  exceptional 
scholarship,  and  with  it,  service  to  the  school,  leadership, 
f^§^§  and  character.

The  service  activities  of  the  Junior  Red  Cross  have 
gathered,  as  usual,  about  the  season's  holidays.  Hallow- 
e'en favors  were  sent  to  the  Livermore  Veterans'  Hos- 
pital, and  to  the  Naval  Hospital  at  Mare  Island.  Menu  covers,  designed 
by  our  Commercial  Art  Class,  were  sent  to  the  American  fleet  in  Asia,  to 
adorn  their  Christmas  dinner  table.  Birthday  cards  have  been  sent  each 
month  to  the  patients  at  the  Livermore  Hospital.  Our  Christmas  boxes, 
150  in  number,  packed  in  a  big  crate  made  by  the  shop  boys,  are  on  their 
way  to  Guam.  The  various  hospitals,  orphanages,  and  nurseries,  will  be 
remembered  at  Christmas  time  by  cards  of  greeting,  and  by  delicacies, 
and  the  children  by  toys  made  in  our  schools. 

Our  connection  with  the  Junior  Red  Cross  of  foreign  countries  has 
been  kept  up  by  the  sending  of  portfolios,  containing  samples  of  work,  to 
Mexico,  to  Spain,  and  to  Italy.

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THE  SEASON 

This  season  has  certainly  been  a  successful  one  for  B.  H.  S.  The 
team  marched  through  a  series  of  seven  practice  games  without  being 
defeated.  The  Yellowjackets  won  all  of  these  games  but  one  —  a  score- 
less tie  with  Mission  High  School.  While  the  practice  season  was  regard- 
ed as  one  of  the  most  difficult  ones  possible,  it  only  served  to  prove  the 
mettle  of  the  team.

As  the  Pod  goes  to  press,  Berkeley  and  Hayward  have  yet  to  decide 
the  A.  C.  A.  L.  title,  but  by  virtue  of  Berkeley's  record  to  date,  it  is  gen- 
erally conceded  that  the  Yellowjackets  will  again  be  the  A.  C.  A.  L. 
representatives  in  the  North  Coast  finals.

Berkeley  7,  Marin  Junior  College  6 
In  the  opening  game  of  the  season,  the  Berkeley  High  Yellow  jackets 
defeated  the  Marin  J.  C.'s  7  to  6.  The  Marin  team  was  a  formidable 
aggregation  for  such  an  early  game.

Riders  by  a  score  of  25  to  6.  Berkeley  played  indifferent  football  in  the 
first  quarter,  but  after  Roosevelt  very  nearly  scored  against  them,  they 
settled  down  to  business.  The  first  Berkeley  score  came  as  the  result  of 
a  70-yard  march,  featuring  a  pass  from  Bertoli  to  Dutton  and  hard  line- 
smashing  by  Bertoli,  Wallace,  and  Hector.  Bertoli  failed  to  convert. 
Five  minutes  after  the  first  score,  Berkeley  had  again  plunged  her  way 
across  the  goal  line,  this  time  from  the  Roosevelt  35-yard  line.  Roose- 
velt's lone  score  was  made  against  the  Berkeley  second  string  on  a  pass 
and  a  long  run.
